DEAN OF LAW SCHOOL,

William G. Hale Said to Have

William G. Hale has resigned as 


dean of the Washington University 
law school, a position he has held 
for three years, effective at the end 
of the academic year on June 30. 
Chancellor ‘Tnroop, confirming 
‘the fact of the resignation, said it 
wag not desired to make any ex- 
planation of it, but that it had not 
been requested. The resignation 
was accepted by the university cor- 
poration recently. 
Dean Hale, in response to an in- 
quiry, said his retirement was a 
matter of his own choice, but thut 
in view of the policy of the chan- 
cellor's office he did not wish to 
discuss it. He added that there 
had been no personal unpleasant- 
ness and that he was sorry to leave.

STREET WIDENING LAN 


Resolution Adopted at Meeting 
at Which Speakers Urge 
Action. 


A resolution recommending that 
the City Counselor’s office gather 
information and suggest changes in 
the law and 2dministration to facil- 
itate street widening condemnation 
was adopted today at a meeting 
held at City Hall to consider im- 
provement of condemnation pro- 
cedure. 

Speakers agreed that action 
should be taken tO speed up con- 
demnation. John M. Robertson, 
chairman of the City Improvement 
Association, composed of down- 
town property owners, said the 
downtown district cannot wait five 


to 10 years for improvements un- 
der the present condemnation sys- 
tem. He said that one-tenth of the 
taxable property in the city is in 
the downtown section, which is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to 
reach from the residential districts. 

City Counselor Muench suggest- 
ed that condemnation be_ carried 
out through a jury of six meeting 
steadily, instead of a commission 
of three members, who meet irreg- 
ularly. Progress under the present 
system depends upon the industry 
of the commissioners, Muench said. 

Forrest C. Donnell, representing

In her account of how she spent 
$500 a month she said a 
amount went for her apartment, 
some for the boy Lee’s kindergar- 
ten, and some for insurance. She 
| said she was repaying a $200 loan 
‘she received from her father, and 
ithat she occasionally helped her 
| mother. 

| “Isn't it a fact,” demanded Am- 
| ster’s attorney, “that your family 
'disowned you 10 years ago?” “lI 
| don’t think so,’ Miss Edwards re- 
'plied with a smile. Father is very 


now. Otherwise, I don’t think I 
could have gone through this hor- 
rible ordeal.” 

Offered $100,000 for Boy. 

Miss Edwards, on the stand yes- 
terday as the chief witness in her 
own behalf, said Amster gave her 
a wedding ring, inscribed with his 
name and also offered her $100,- 
000 if he could have the boy. 

She denied that she had created 
scenes when she went to Amster’s 
office with demands for money. 
She said “it was not necessary.” 

She testified that Amster paid 
her expensé¢s on trips to Califor- 
nia, Colorado, Arizona and in Eu- 
ropean cities. 

She said Amster sent gifts of en- 
graved silver to the boy, who is now 
6 years old, and after he had set- 
tled a trust fund of $100,000 on 
the child, had her make a will, 
naming him (Amster) as executor 
of the trust in case of her death, 

“A Most Generous Man” 

In telling her story of her 13 
years of association with the mil- 
lionaire, she described him as “a 
most generous man.” 

She said that on the night last 
fall when he had her arrested for 
extortion her feelings toward him 
were not hostile. 

The State interrupted her testi- 
mony to concede that Amster had 
been intimate with her over a 
period of 13 years. 

In reiterating her previous state-~ 
ments that Amster is the father of 
her boy, she said, “and he had me 
add ‘Edwards’ to my name. He 
also told me to have inscribed in 
the wedding ring: ‘From Lee to 
Olga, with love as endless as this 
ring.’ "’ 

Under direct and cross-examina- 
tion she told the story of her ar- 
rival'in New York, her search for 
a job in the theater and her meet- 
ing with Amster. 

Denies She Pursucd Amster. 

She told of trips to California, 
to the Grand Canyon, to many 
fashionable hotels and resorts in 
Europe. 

Amster previously had testified 
of these encounters and had de- 
clared that they all occurred quite 
by chance—that Miss Edwards had 
followed him from one city to an- 
other. But she said this was not so. 

Miss Edwards testified that she 
had no letters or other written 
evidence of her relations with Am- 
ster. “I had letters,” she said, **but 
I destroyed them in accordance 
with his wishes.”

$5,904,169,000, said an estimate 
made public today by the Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics. 

Ci this total $2,197,682,000 was 
British, $3,470,087,000 was from 
the United States and $236,400,000 
from other countries. 

“Since our national wealth can 
pe estimated for the same date as 
between $28,000,000,000 and $30,- 
000,000,000 it *will be seen that 
outside capital comprises about 
one-fifth of this total,” said the 
report.

LONDON, April 16.—The death 
penalty for cowardice and deser- 
tion by soldiers of the British 
army, abolished by the House of 
Commons early this month, Was re- 
stored to the army a air force 
annual bill by the House of Lords 
yesterday.

The Nicaraguan Minister to Hon- 
duras, Gen. Caldera, denied that a 
revolution had broken out, assert- 
ing that the only existing trouble 
was in the province of Segovias, 
where banditry is still rife. He ad- 
mitted learning that 700 Nicarag- 
uans had entered the country from 
Costa Rica, but said they were 
peacefully returning home owing to 
a bad economic situation in Costa 
Rica.

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ST. LOUIS COUNTY’S RISE. 

One of the most interesting sets of figures in the 
whole decennial census of the United States now 
being completed will be the data on St. Louis County. 
This information will reflect the striking develop- 
ment of that suburban region in the last 10 years. 
The 1920 census gave the county just over 100,000 
population. It is estimated to have now at least 
200,000, and some observers credit it with consider- 
ably more. 

Many changes have occurred in the county in the 
last decade, besides the doubling of population. Its 
physical aspect and its civic consciousness have been 
materially altered. The suburban towns have grown 
in number as well as in size, and they have pros- 
pered. University City, a young village 20 years ago 
and a small town 10 years ago, has become a 
handsome, prosperous, progressive municipality, the 
fifth city in Missouri in size, rivaling Spring- 
field. The other suburbs have shown much similar 
progress, and attractive new residential villages have 
sprung up.

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HADRIAN’S WALL AND THE MACHINE AGE. 

Hadrian’s wall, across Northern England, was 
stronger than the Roman power it represented. The 
very act of its building, in about 122 A. D., showed 
a Rome on the defensive even at the height of its 
westward expansion. The wall was taken but never 
destroyed by invading Picts and Scots as the legions, 
weakened by withdrawals to defend Rome from bar- 
barian onslaughts, fell steadily backward. Although 
rebellious Angles wiped out the Roman authority, 
the wall still stood. Nor have time and weather 
erased it from the landscape. Today its 73-mile 
stretch of wall, fort and earthwork may be dis- 
tinguished winding across the Northumberland moors 
and hills. But not much longer will these ruins de- 
light the antiquarian, if current fears are valid. 

For a material known as whinstone, of particular 
merit for auto roads, has been found to underlie the 
wall. An enterprising concern already has a 21-year 
lease to quarry the billion tons of the substance 
which the Northumberlandshire region is said to 
contain. Antiquarians are embattled. The quarry- 
ing, they say, will deface the countryside and leave 
the wall’s remains “on the edge of high cliffs stand- 
ing out on the skyline as a monument to this genera- 
tion’s vandalism.” The promoters, stubbornly un- 
sentimental, cite the employment they will give and 
the good roads they will provide.

HE world’s evolution during the last 
T 20 years has been marked by two op- 

posite movements of primary import- 
ance. The United States has developed a 
new method of production, the consequence 
of which is that an overwhelmingly power- 
ful America now confronts Europe; and, 
by a spontaneous reaction, Europe is ac- 
quiring a new or renewed consciousness of 
its personality. As a result this problem 
has arisen. Should the old continent in 
order to compete, Americanize its methods 
of production, or, in order to assert itself 
and retain its traditional characteristics, 
should it resist Americanization? For 
Europe and the world at large there is at 
present no problem of greater moment. 

It is not difficult to understand why mass 
production and standardization, which are 
the main sources of the overwhelming 
American success, have not succeeded so 
completely or so quickly in Europe. Stand- . 
ardization is difficult to achieve when mass 
production is lacking, and mass production 
is, of course, handicapped when diversity 
prevails in politics as well as in social 
life. The tendency to conformity among the 
American people may have been exagger- 
ated by superficial observers, but the 
diversity of a Europe which contains Portu- 
guese and Russians, Dutch and Hungarians 
has certainly not been overstated. These 
nations do not really breathe the samo 
century. oe 

Europe wonders whether she will be able’ 
to compete with America—not, of course, 
on the ground of intellectual and art’stic 
creation, where she feels safe, but on the 
economic plane, This query has given birth 
since the war to innumerable end passion- 
ate discussions. The conclusion generally 
reached is that we may face the com- 
petition of America, but only if we prove 
able to practice mass production and 
achieve some sort of uniformity in our ways 
of living.

Europe, especially Northern Europe, cer-

Experience has taught us that American 
industry succeeds when the machine can be 
substituted for the man and automatism for 
individuality; but whenever such substitu- 
tion is impossible, success is not its lot.

WASEINGTON, April 


Scott McBride, general superinten- 


a statement last night, said: 

“The stateemnt of Congressman 
Tinkham before the Senaté Lobby 
Investigating Committee charging 
that the Anti-Saloon. League had 
paid the campaign expenses of 
Andrew J. Volstead, knowing that 
Mr. Volstead was to introduce the 
so-called Volstead act and: was to 
be chairman of the committee to 
which it was referred, is false.’ 

Velstead, as a Congressman from 
Minnesota, sponsored the prohibi- 
tion enforcement legislation. 

“In the first place,” McBride 
continued, “the Anti-Saloon League 
did not at any time pay Mr, Vol- 
stead’s campaign expenses. In the 
second place, the campaign in 
which Mr. Tinkham charges’ the 
expenditures were made occurred 
in November, 1920, at least a year 
after the Volstead act was passed, 

“The report upon which he based 
his charge involved approximately 
$555 for Anti-Saloon League ¢x- 
pense incurred in eight congres- 
sional districts. In no case was the 
expense of any candidate paid. The 
money was used for services and 
| expenses of regular league workers 
and included the cost ef literature, 
postage, telephone and telegraph. 

“The Anti-Saloon League does 
not pay the campaign expenses of 
candidates for public office. Money 
raised to influence the election of 
'members of Congress {s expended 
| for the purpose of informing the 
| voters of the record of candidates 
'and their position upon the prohi- 
bition question, This portion of 
the league’s receipts and expendi- 
tures is kept distinct, as required 
by the Federal election laws, and is 
reported to the clerk of the House 
of Representatives, as required by 
law.

Care of the Broom 


O GET 00d service out of a 
T breom it must be handled with. 

care. It is not ecotiomy to use 
the same broom for all. sweepings. 
When you buy a new broom use 
this for indoor sweeping and réle- 
gate the other to porch and walk 
service.
